The number of caufes which come ‘before. this Court 
is very great, and-as many-of thefe are.of much impor- 
tance, involving ‘property of ‘immenfe value, and fre- 

uently depending on points of law pice and intricate, 
re they neceffarily require minute inveltigation and de: 
liberate ftudy. Voluminous, however, as thefe arey yet’ 
it is a fat highly honourable to the Court and beneficial 
tothe country, that fuch has been the.fedulous appli- 
cation of their Lordftips-to the pitic bufinefs, that at 
prefent fo few caufes remain on the inneg-houfe roll that 
what is entered the one wéek meéts a decition the next. 
omparatively fpeaking, very Few caufes are taken 
to appeal, and of thefe the judgments. in the Court: of 
‘Seflion have, with a few exceptions, been affirmed.— 
This is a circumftance of confiderable importance to the 
country, as it is corroborative. of that wifdom, ability, 
and integrity which peryades the adminiftration of the. 
law, and is calculated to'imprefs the minds. of the peo- 
ple with veneration.and refpect for thofe Judges whofe 
opinions are thus guided :by a perfpicuous knowledge of 
the law, and who apply it with fo impartial a view to 
material juflice. This circumftance is farther material, 
as it tends to reprefs the fpirit of litigation, and leads 
parties to a fatisfied-acquielcence in the decifion that 
is given.
